San Antonio 
Hospital Gets 
Heart Grant 


Local contributions have 
made possible a grant of $600 
from the San Bernardino Coun- 
ty Heart Assn. to San Antonio 
Community hospital here. The 
grant makes available to the 
West End the very important 
and highly specialized heart 
and artery instruments and 
special nylon arteries. 

Previously, equipment had 
to be borrowed from the San 
Bernardino County hospital for 
each case, which hasn’t been 
satisfactory, because time is 
extremely limited when a ma- 
jor blood vessel is damaged. 
The instruments and nylon ar- 
teries will be routinely used to 
replace or bypass large blood 
vessels for people with ex- 
treme hardening or ballooning 
of the arteries, cancer of the 
arteries and auto accident 
wounds. 

The San Bernardino County 
Heart Assn. recognized the 
need of these special instru- 
ments by the people of the 
West End, which resulted in 
the awarding of this very im- 
portant heart surgery grant: 
Charitable contributions to the 
San Bernardino county Heart 
Assn. are used, nationally, to 
make possible vital -heart di- 
sease research to find how to 
treat heart disease and, local- 
ly, to-provide the special in- 
struments. and eauipment to 
make the treatment possible. 
This double-barrelled attack 
on heart disease. has locally 
saved many lives and will 
prolong hundreds of lives in 
the future. i

Alley Relocation For Church 
Expansion Sought Of Planners 





Tonight at its regular De- 
cember meeting, Upland Plan- 
ning commission will receive 
a request ‘from First Metho- 
dist church of Upland for eli- 
mination of a portion of the 
north-south alley between Ninth 
and ‘“‘C” Sts., in the block 
bounded on the east and west 
by First Ave. and Euclid Ave. 


In a plot plan presented be- 


fore the city council by the| 


Rev. Richard E. ’ Pitts on 
Thursday night, the church 


proposes to change the alley! 


so that it proceeds north from 
Ninth St. to the church prop- 
erty, and then swings east- 
ward to emerge onto First 
Ave. The church would dedi- 
cate the new alley right-of- 
way and improve it with re- 
quired paving. 

This would eliminate the al- 
ley in the north half of the 
block which now divides the 
church property—the site of 
the present facilities and the 
former. residential properties 
scured by the church on First 
Ave. 


An extensive educa tional 
wing is:proposed for the First 
Ave. properties, consisting of 
a U-shaped structure enclos- 
ing a large court yard. The 
open end of the building would 
be to the west, merging with a 
similar court of the pres ent

Air Raid 
Siren Blast 
Due Friday 


Upland Fire Chief Howard 
Paulin, assistant Civil Defense 
director,: announced this week 
that Upland will participate in 
the state-wide alert, Friday, 
10 a.m., when the air raid siren 
will be set-off. 

Fire Chief Paulin made the 
announcement as it has not 
been the practice to use the 
signal in tests. It is being done 
at- this time, he said, because 
the alert is state-wide. 

“Previous tests,” he ex- 
plained, “have given us a 
complete pattern of coverage 
by the siren. I want those who 
do not hear it. Friday to know 
that in case of actual disaster 
mobile alarms are set up to 


ensure full audibility in the 
|whole Upland area. 


Citizens 
do not need to report if they 
do not hear Friday’s alert, he 
said. , 

The alert will consist of a 
one minute-long straight blast, 
one minute of silence and then 
an up and down blast lasting 
for one minute. Remember 
the time, 10 a.m., Friday.

About five years ago a spokesman for the South- 
ern California Edison Co. termed as “ideal” for indus- 
trial development the 12 square miles between Archi- 
bald and Etiwanda-Aves. What has happened in that 
area since then? Virtually nothing. Why?
